1. Claims 1-13, 18-24 and 27 are pending in the present application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on June 
28, 2004 has been entered.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-13, 18-24 and 27 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants response and amendment filed June 28, 2004 overcomes the 

rejections cited under 35 USC 112 first and second paragraph and the drawing 
objection. The prior art of record fails to teach the limitations of independent claims 1 
and 21. Specifically, regarding claim 1, the following limitation is not disclosed as 
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claimed: "storing a tuple in an index at a position corresponding to at least a portion of 
the first cyclical redundancy check value, said tuple containing the record address and 
at least a portion of a second cyclical redundancy check value determined for the key". 
Regarding claim 21, the following limitation is not taught as claimed: "retrieving from a 
memory pointed to by contents of said index at said position one or more tuples, where 
each tuple contains an address field A and a value field, and selecting the address field 
of a retrieved tuple whose value field is equal to at least a portion of said second cyclical 
redundancy check value".
